When It was finally carried 
to Cadorna he merely asked if the 
night shifts were necessary. © When 
told that they were, he merely csked, 
“Well?”

There is no importast general lv-

touch with than Cadorna if the two 
were talking of military matters. 
Though a technician of the highest 
gifts, the author of standard text- 
books aud the like, Cadorna acts on 
the principle that all military stra- 
tegy and tactics can be reduced to a 
question of common sense. There is 
a famous legal saying to the effect 
that “if it’s not common sense, it’s 
not law,” and this is Cadorna’s be- 
lief with regard to military opera- 
tions. No pacifist living could regard 
with greater detestation sthe officer 
who wasted the life of a soldier than 
Cadorna. Yet to carry out necessary 
operations he will unhesitatingly 
throw.a hundred thousand men into 
a battle.

You will’find it cheaper to buy your vinegar by 
the gallon than by the bottle. 

Have you ever stopped to figure out how much 
more ycu would get for your money if you bought 


certain articles of food by the pound instead of by” 
the package? 
Food that is wrapped and sold in attractive-look- 
~ing packages must of necessity cost*more than the 
same food sold in bulk, which means sold by the /- 
pound. There are several reasons why so many ”~ 
foods are put up in packages. 


First. The package looks pretty, appeals to the - 
eye, and makes the food seem more appetizing. 


Second. Most of the packages are air-tight and — 
dustproof, and for sanitary reasons a great: mapy 
people prefer food that is done up in packages. 


Asa matter of fact, it is possible for your grocer 
to keep on hand, in bulk, exactly the same foods as 
the packages contain, and it is also possible for him 
to keep them in bulk in sanitaty, dustproof con- 
tainers, so that the foods should be clean when they” 
get to you.

The most notable event since I 
last wrote you ‘was the visit of the 
King to Witley on Friday, July 27th, 
when he reviewed the brigade of 
which the 134th Battalion forms a 
part. I passed within ten feet of the 
Royal Party so was-enabled to take 
in all the details. The\King was ac- 
companied by. the Queen, Pri:icess 
Mary and the Duke of. Connaught. 
His Majesty was very much like the 
numerous pictures that we see, of 
him.

“Commons,” This land makes an 
excellent place for sham battles and

These bivouac trips often take us 
through palgtial estates, and we see 
at first hand the beautiful homes 
and grounds that we have often read 
about. One of the most notable of 
these is Lord Pirlo’s estate, not far‘ 
from Witley Camp. Lord Pirle has 
gained an enviable reputation as a 
ship-builder. His house {s built of; 
marble {mported from Italy. 

The * scenery throughout these 
counties is mpst beautiful. The 
country is hilly with very fertile val- 
leys. Tho roads are oll graded so 
that the ascent is not very pro- 
nounced. Some of the roads run for 
miles under leafy bowers caused by 
the limbs of the trees meeting over- 
head. At some points wo wquld come 
to the crest of a hill and the country 
for miles would be visible. 

One spot of natural beauty, worthy 
of special mention is the Devil's 
Punch Bowl, located on the famous 
Portsmouth Road midway between 
London and Portsmouth. This {s an 
immense depression in the earth 
shaped exactly like a bowl, and is 
about a mile.in diameter and very 
deep. It is safd that no vehicle has 
even been in the bottom. A pecdiiar 


cloud directly above {it even on ad 
clearest day. It has been the euabel 
of many historic and tragic events. 
At one point a large stone marks the 
‘scene of the murder ‘of an unknown 
‘sallor by three highwaymen in 1786! 
‘On the hill a short distance away is 
Gibbet’s Cross marking the — place, 
where the murderers were hung. 

Passing through Liplock in Hamp- 
shire, we saw tho Inn where Nelson 
jate his’ last meal in England prior 
'to the Battle of Trafalgar. In the 
same town {s the original blacksmith 
shop and chestnut tree made famous 
| by the poem “The Village Black- 
smith". At Hazelmere we passed by 
the birthplace of Tennyson. 
On two occasions we have camp- 
ea on a spot of historic interest in|M 
connection with the present war— 
the ‘camping grounds of Lord Kit- 
chbner’s first army of 100,000 men, 
at Frensham.

“The two main topics of conver- 
ssation in England at present are the 
food! situation and peace prospects. 

There are about 350,000 acres un- 


der cultivation more this year than| 


last, not counting the thousands of 
garden allotments in the cities and 
towns, The grain harvest promised 
to be average, but excessive rains 
prior- to harvesting caused consider- 
able damage with the result that the 
grain yield will be only slightly in 
excess of last year in spite of the 
fficreased acreage. The small fruit 
crop has been wonderful. Straw- 
berries which looked lke a failure, 
;were saved by timely rains causing 
the largest yleld in the history of 
England. Pears, plums, apples, cher- 
ries and berries were just as success- 
ful. There is such a yicld of vege- 
tables that the Government has had 
to take over the surplus, Potatoes 
are especially plentiful—quite the 
opposite of last year. Mr. Lloyd 
George, the Prime Minister, while 
still urging reasonable economy, sald 
the other day during the course’ of 
& speech that England’s food supply 
for the next year was practically 
secured. That looks like the death 
knell of Germany's hopes to starve 
England out, 


There has been a great deal “off 


peace talk during the past three 
months mainly on account of Ger-, 
man propaganda, Later it has 

sumed a more tangible form, and, it 
fg now suggested that England offer 


peace to Germany on a sliding scale. ! 
‘That is to say that Sf Germany ac-! 


cepts peace before Christmas that 
the terms will be far less severe than 
if she defers till Spring. The long-:

The 
company of all who were wilting to go 
with Exra to Jerusalem haring assem- 
bled at the river of Ahava, he caused 
the people to fast and pray that God 
would show them the right way for 
themselves, their little ones and thetr 
substance, be being ashamed to ask the 
king for an escort of soltiers and horse- 
men to help agalnst the enemy in the 
way, since he bad said to the king, 
“The hand of our Lord ts upon all them 
for good that peek Him” (vill, 21-23), 

Having fasted and prayed and bav- 
fog an assurance from God that He 
would care for them (verse 23), be put 
the silver and gold and the vessels tn 
the special care of twelve of the chief 
of the priests, the gold and silver alone, 
without the vessels, being équal to 
about $3,500,000, assuring them that all 
was holy unto the Lord and charging 
them to watch and keep all until de-

It would seem to many a very pre- 
sumptuous thing to take such a Jour- 
ney with such a company (perhaps 2,000 
people) and so much wealth, with ene- 
mies by the way, without an armed 
escort, even though they bad fasted 
and prayed and committed themselves 
to the Lord, but Ezra knew the Lord 
as few know Him tn our day, and God 
honcred his faith. So many cannot 
trust Him to care for the work He has 
entrusted to them, but dishonor Him 
by appealing to His enemies to help 
them carry on the work and by enter- 
ing into all sorts of worldly. alliancen 
in so called Christian work. This was 
somewhat the condition of things in Je- 
rusalem on the arrival of Ezra and his 
company, and te such a man of God it 
was heartbreaking. The people of God, 
Jed on by their princes and rulers, had 
joined in affinity with the people of the 
land and their abominations, and whea 
Ezra learned of it he fell’ upon his 
inees and wept sore and spread all the 
trouble before the Lord (ix, 1-6, 13-15; 
x, 15). The Lord beard his cry and 
inclined the people to be willing to put 
away the wrong, and there was a great 
purification and separation unto the 
Lord. If we would be wholly for God 
we must honestly pray, “Search me, O 
God, and know my heart, try me and 
know my thoughts and’ see if there be 
any way of pain or gtief in me and 
lead me in the way everlasting”. (Ps. 
exxxix, 23, 24, margin). We must 
walk before God and be sincere (Gen. 
xvii,’ 2). %

* sumption of beef, bacon and wheat 
flour brought about by the Order- 
in-Councl, effective August 17, reg- 
ulating the serving of thebe com- 
modities in hotels and resuarants, 
was made here tonight by Mrs. Jane 
Muldrew,Director of Domestic Econ- 
omy in’ the office of the Food Con- 
troller. Mrs. Muldrew addressed 
the convention of Women’s Institut- 
es for the ‘Province of New Bruns- 
wick on the subject ; of food conserv- 
ation. ©

COLORS ON DEC. 10; 


All Exemption Tribunals Must Finish Work by That Date — 
Law Very Stringent—Breaches of Act Punishable by Very 
Heavy Fines. 


OTTAWA, Oct. 9.—The first nien drafted under the Mili- 
tary Service Act will not actually be called to the colors till De- 
cember 10. The date has been fixed to place all men called on an 
absolute basis of equality. By then all exemption tribunals 
must haye their work completed, and the man who applies for 
exemption will thus gain no time as compared with the man 
who reports for service without making any such claim. There 
will be no possibility of claiming exemption for the purpose of 
delay. The proclamation which will be published broadcast on 
Saturday, calling out the first class of men, provides that every 
man within the class called out must either report for service 
or claim exemption on or before November 10. 

Exemption tribunals will begin their work on November 

-8,-and must complete it by December 10, which is the earliest 
date on which any man will actually be called to the colors.

: Meat hag always been considered the best tissue 
or-fiesh building food, and for this reason people have 
always eaten it a great deal. Most of our meat has 
come from the Western: Provinces, but the tremend- 
ously large ranches of twenty years ago are gradually 
being cut up into small farms and cattle are not 
being raised in such large numbers any morc. This 
is one reason why meat costs so much. Another rea- 
son is the great demand there is for it on the part of 
our people who do not know ‘hat there are other foods 
that will supoly the needs of the body in just the 
same way that meat does and which in ordinary 
‘ times do’ not cost as much as meat. For instance, we 
can use fish in place of meat much more than we do.

The Canadian: business man is asking this question often, now that the Military Service 
Ad is the Jaw of Canada. A simple means of answering it at once is being provided. ~ 
- Medical Boards are in process of formation throughout the country for the free physical 
examination of all men who apply. The firét class liable to call includes all single men and 
widowers without children between the ages of 20 and 34 inclusive, all men married after July 
6, 1917, being classed as single for the purposés of the Act. In a very short time, the average 
employer may learn how many of his staff are liable for selection. Those adjudged physically 
unfit will be given a certificate which will seoure them exemption from any Exemption Tribunal. 
Those found physically fit may still apply for exemption on any ground. The employer will be 
given a chance to decide. if he should seck exemption for any employee whose physical 
condition renders him Hable for selection. e 
. This early medical examination, which quickly decides if a man is liable for selection or 
not, is a feature of the operation of the Military Service Act calculated to appeal strongly to the 
business community. It assists in definite planning for the future, enabling an employer of 
labor to learn at once what men will be left at their work and those who may be removed for 
military service. Haphazard withdrawals, the nightmare of business men of method and 
precision, are insured against by this timely arrangement. 
Every employer of labor will find it to bis advantage to note carefully the formation of 
Medical Boards in his locality and to be sure that his.employees secure as early as possible this 
very important information as to their status under the Military Service Act.

% cup lukewarm water. 

1% cups buckwheat flour. 

1 tablespoon molasses. 

Pour milk over bread crumbs 
and soak thirty minutes, Add 
salt, yeast cake dissolved in luke- 
warm water, and buckwheat flour 
to make a batter thin enough to 
pour. Let rise over night; in 
the morning stir well, add mol- 
asses, % teaspoon, soda: dissolved 
in % cup. of Iukewarm water,; 
and cook same as griddle cakes. 
Save enough batter to raise an- 
other mixing, instead. of .using 
yeast cake; it will require % 
cup. 


Cream of Corn Soup: 

1 qt. skimmed milk. 
tablespoons butter. 
cups corn. 
tablespoons flour. 

Make thin white sauce of but-

After the war someone will have 
to complile—for the benefit of real- 
istic but inexperienced novelists—a 
little code of the slang of the New 
Armies. It could hardly «be done 
now, for a good deal of that slang 
a state of flux.

800,000 Busholx of Grain

New York, Oct, .18.—Incendiary 
bombs are believed to have caused 
the fire on the Brooklyn water front 
Saturday night which destroyed $00, 
000 bushels of grain destined for the 
Allies. 

The grain clevator of the New 
York Dock Company was completely |~ 
destroyed. -Seventecn firemen’ . and 
ten workmen were injured. 

The loss is estimated at $10,000,-

Our ra- 
tions consisted of, five ounces ‘of bad 
bread and a handfnl of boiled deaps 
daily with a small plece of meat 
every week. 

On January 23 my comrade, Niku 
Crstia and I decided to escape. Our 
flight was favored by an Austrian 
soldier, a native of Bukowina, who 
gave us a knife and a box of matches 
We hoped to catch some animal, kill 
it-and cook it. We walked for,three 
days sin the direction of the Italian 
lines with nothing to eat, but we fin- 
ally reached the ruins of a village 
where wo found a pigsty. We took 
shelter where and found some potato 
peelings” ‘and turnips, which we ate. 
On the following day I went out in 
search of food and nearly caught a 
stray chicken, but I heard voices and 
Tan back to the pigsty. My comrade 
was exhausted but when night came 
on I made him get up and we both 
went out in the snow. He could 
hardly walk and wept like a“child, 
begging me to give him a pleco of 
bread. The cold was intense. We 
reached another village completely in 
ruins and we could hear the Italian 
guns very near. We could not find 
anything to eat and my comrade was 
more dead than alive. We slept dur- 

the day.and when night came on 
I tried to. aronse my comrade, but 
he was dead. ¢ 

“Just then I distinctly heard the 
characteristic sound of machine gun 
fire and.I knew I was near the first 
line trenches, I decided to go on, 
and -after two hours I crossed, or 
rather crawled, through the Austrian 
lines, whero the men were having 
hot coffee served out to them. The 
smell] of the coffee drove me crazy. I 
could no longer resist and 1 shouted 
out in the hope of being discovered. 
I knew I would pe shot, but then I 
hoped that I would taste the coffee. 
I tried hard to shout but failed. I 
had.completely lost my, voice, I must 
have lost consciousness because I 
lost count of time and must have 
slept for many Hours before my mind 
cleared and I decided to go on. It 
was still dark, possibly another day 
had gone by, and as I crawled on, 
being too weak- to walk upright, I 
tumbled Into a dugout, where an offi- 
cer_was asleep. 

“Probably he was dreaming of 
food and mistook me for the spectre 
of hunger. I stoqd still and waited. 
When I knew that the officer was 
sound asleep again from his repular 
breathing I crawled out and carefully 
climbed over the parapet of a trench 
letting myself fall on the opposite 
side, The snow was high and eoft 
and I fell without noise. Besides the 
Austrians, like-thejr officer, were all 
asleep. I already felt free but I had 
to get over the wire entanglements 
and crawl over such a long stretch of 
ground that I thought I. had made a 
mistake and that the Austrian trench 
I left behind. mq was merely a sup- 
port position. As I hesitated what to 
do, @ voice came out of the darkness 
“Alt! Chi va la?” (Halt! who goes 
words meant so I stood up ‘and shout- 
ed: ‘Romun!

JPENING HUNTING SEASO 
NEAR AND PROSPECTS 
Goop 


Forty Moove Seen in Four Dayx in 
Abitibi District of Quebec. 


The crack of the hunter's rifle will 
soon be heard once more. The hunt- 
ing season for deer, moose and cari- 
bou opens in the Province of Que- 
bec on September ist, except in the 
counties of Ottawa, Pontiac, Labelle 
and Temiskaming, where the open 
season begins October Ist. Sport will 
be excellent this year according to 
reports recelved at Grand Trunk 
headquarters, Montreal. - 

Many sportsmen are planning 
trips to the new moose country in 
the Abitibi district of northern Que- 
bec, reached through Cochrane, the 
junction of the Temiskaming & 
Northern Ontario Railway and the 
Transcontinental Line. In the hunt- 
ing reserves there known as Ca- 
nuck’s Camps, moose are more pre- 
valent this year than ever. before. 
This, it is believed, is due to the na- 
tural increase and to the fact that 
the moose are steadily moving into 
this new region from the more sou- 
therly areas. One party just re- 
turned from this region sighted in 
four days more than forty moose. 
Some wonderful moving pictures of 
moose have just been taken thore. 
In this Abitibi district there fs also 
considerable bear with some deer 
and a few caribou. 

In Ontario the hunting season op- 
ens November 1st, but an order 
councll has just been promulgated, 
allowing moose hunting {n that por- 
tion of Ontario lying north of © the 
Transcontinental line to begin Oc- 
tober 10th, and extend fo November 
30th, making the season considerab- 
ly longer than In former years.

PATENT IS OBTAINED BY MR. 
WESTBYE 


Mr. P. P. Westbye of the William 
Hamilton Co., Peterboro, received 
from Ottawa loday, patent papers 
covering thé invention of a piece of 
machinery that will be used by’ pulp 
makers for the purpose of taking 
bark from pulp logs so they can_be, 
ground into: pulp. Hitherto a ma- 
chine has been used in skinning the 
logs that would take off the bark 
with a considerable percentage of 
fibre. Mr. Westbye’s invention will 
Save this loss, which is estimated at 
about ten per cent. of the logs treat- 
ed. With the price of pulpwood at 
$10 per cord it ts easily seen where 
the machine will effect a great sav- 
Ing in the amount of pulp wood 
treated. The machine, when built, 
will weigh about forty-five tons and 
‘will cost In the neighborhood of $10,- 
000 or $12,000 and will be a source 
of help in the conservation of our 
fast depleting pulp wood resources.

Poorest Apple 
Crop on Record 


Yields From 10 to Less Than 40 Per 
Cent,—Other Frults as Well Are 
: Very .Poor : 


A Toronto report: The September 
report of Dominion Fruit: Commis- 
sioner Johnson shows that this year's 
apple crop in Ontario is the smallest 
on record since the province really 
began to grow apples in. a commercial 
way. 

In no one district will.there be a 
40 per cent. crop, and the one section 
in which this figure is even approach- 
ed is in the valleys of the St. Law- 
rence and Ottawa, where fruit grow- 
ing is, atsbest, a very minor line of 
activity. In Prince Edward County, 
one of the heavier producing districts 
a 30 per cent. crop-is counted on; in 
the Georgian Bay, district and, along 
the front of Durham County, also im- 
portant apple sections of the province 
the yleld is not expected to exceed 10 
per cent. . September sunshine has 
Biven a fine.color to the fruit ‘but 
worm holes: and’ fungys will force 
the bulk of the crop below No. 1 
grade. Reliance for domestic needs 
must be largely placed on Nova Sco- 
tla, which: has a moderate crop of 
well-covered and generally clean ap- 
ples, according to’ Commissioner 
Johnson's report. ‘ 

The situation is all the more un- 
fortunate by reason of the fact that 
other fruits as well as apples are 
short. peaches in the Niagara dis- 
trict are only a 50 per cent. crop, and 
the crop is afill lighter in Western 
Ontario. Pears in the Niagara dis- 
trict are also only half a crop, and 
the best report ontside; of Niagara 
points to.a'26 per cent. yield, Plums 
have given equally Ught yields, and 
the supply of grapes will be greatly 
shortened owing to the failure to ma- 
turé'as a result of the adverse con- 
ditions jn spring and early, summer. 
Tomatoes, which.may also be con- 
sidered as a fruit crop, were held 
back by the cold wet weather early 
in the season ond yields have been 


,|shortened by, early autumn frosts. 


Taking everything together, 1917 
will rank as the poorest year to-date 
in the history of Ontario fruit grow- 
ing.

Two boys, Willet Weese, son of Gil- 
bert Weese, about 19 years of age 
and Lawson Way, son of William 
Way, aged about 15 years, were run- 
ning around together,.young Way 
carying a shot gun. Curson Jeffry, 
tha keeper of the light-house near 
Nigger Island. who resides*in-Tren- 
ton Had given Weese the key of the 
boat house on the Amellasburg 
shore and told him to lock it as a 
number of things had been stolen of 
late.» The two boys went down to 
the boat and so far as: any one 
knows, were on the best of terms. 
When Weese stated he was going to 
lock the door of the boat-house, 
young Way told him if he did he 
would shoot him. At this'time it 
appears Weeso was inside the boat- 
house and Way about 20 yards away 
When Weese attempted to close the 
shot ee shot and the charge of 
Sl fol ost passed through 
the door, striking Weese tn the face 
bréaking one of his teeth and put~- 
ting out one of his eyes. Way after 


seeing what he had done became|| 


frightened, threw down the gun and 
fan away, leaving Weese to look af- 
ter himself. When the victim . had 
sufficiently recovered from the shock 
he began calling for help and mak- 
Hog efforts to reach the house, part 
of the time crawling on his hands 
and knees and trying to run, aided 
by the little eye-sight left.

hide is thick and he didn't feel it.

Joffre Used German Formula, 

The Kaiser's general staff had in 
mind the-old formula. Act. 1, Ught- 
ning mobilization; Act 11, lightnisg 
concentration and the preliminary 
blow for the ‘enemy's wind; Act IIE, 
and climax, the famous flanking 
pinchers around the enemy and bis 
capture and destruction; all this was 
carried out by the time table. That 
this was the scheme was shown by 
the simple fact that the delay of a 
few days brought frustration. Bel- 
fium had not been foreseen. _ 
Russians were in East Prussia sooner 
than expected. 

Now the wonderful and dramatic 
thing fs that in this war for which 
Germany had prepared and which, in 
spite of a certain hitch in the sche- 
dule, was still a short war fought on 
the Prussian model, Germany was 
defeated, She wns beaten, in the last 
result by ber own methods. It is be- 
side.the purpose to enter into the 
subtle argument as to whether Man- 
oury’s flank aitack on the Ourcg 
would have succeeded ‘if Foch had 
not held firm-in the center, or whe- 
ther Foch could bare driven through 
the Prussian Guard if Manoury had 
given way. The fact remains that 


the battle of the Marne began with a. 


threat against the ‘German right 
fiank, a manocuvre ‘for which Joffre 
had thade his try earlier in the course 
ef the retreat fron: Delgium; and the 
battle thus begyn ended In victory. 
To be beaien after six weks of war in 
an encircling battle was for Ger- 
many to be defeated with her own 
weapons. Joffre sprung no gurprises 
on the enemy comparable to the 
heavy howi{sers with which Germany 
began her rush. His was the old- 
fashioned surprise of bringing up an 
army in an unexpected quarter. The 
battle of the Marne was an old-style 
battle; of decisive battles’ probably 
the last in the classic mode. Hero- 
iam, genius, good Iuck may have en- 
tered into the result. The astonish- 
ing fact remains that in a contest 
fought om established strategic prin- 
elples, of which superior preparation 
was supposed to be the essence, the 
leas prepared antagonist-won.—Yale 
Review. \

Staff. In 1876 he saw service 
the Turks, and in the War ¢* Libera- 
tion’ is said to bave display ' fine 
soldferly qualities which won him 
several medals. He was next made 
Adntinistrator-of the Nicholas Acad- 
emy, and at the early age of 38 he 
became governor of the cavalry 
school for officers. In 1898 be was 
made lleutenant-general, and the fol- 
Jowing year went to Kiev as chief of 
staff, and when Dragomiroff retired 
Soukhomlinoff succeeded him as 
nder-in-chief of the Kiev mill- 
tary districts. In this most respons- 
ible office he is.zaid to have manifest- 
od great administrative ability, and 
when in 1909. he was appointed Min- 
ister of War it must have appeared 
to the outsider’ that be had fairly 
wou his way to this reward. 

There is something grimly humor- 
ous, in the light of recent events, to 
Tread now what was written about 
Soukbomlinoff in the spring of 1916 
by A. A. Knaap, a nanie which has 
a Teutonic look, by the way. - Me 
Knaap wrote a little book about 
Soukhomlinoff, and it was translated 
into English by V. D. Doumbsa: it 
represented him as a military gen 
and a-man of passionate devotion to 
the cause of the Allies, a hater of 
red tape. 2 man who neither smoked 
nor drank, and the keynote to whose 
character was a simple piety. “As a 
writer In the Boston:Transcript, Mr. 
James Walter Smith suggests it 
would be Interesting mow to learp 
who financed the publication of this 
work, for at the very time that Souk- 
homlinoff was being lauded as the 
very savior of his land he was deep 
in the plot to defeat the Russian 
armies, and waa holding up supplies 
from the armies of the Grand Duk- 
Nicholas and Brussilof. .Was Mr, A 
A. Knaap'eimply a fool, or did he 
write his book for the purpose of 
creating a sort of camouflage to con- 
c#al the operations of Soukbomlin- 
off? 

There is some evidence that the 
latter end was in view, for through- 
out the book the former Minister is 
spoken of as a man who had to fight 
countless enemies: He ts represen?- 
ed as a bluf soldier, who was im- 
patient with the delays of the chan- 
celleries, intolerant of mere routine, 
and one who set the interest of the 
army above everything else. “He 
rises at 7 o’clock,’’. says M. Knaap, 
“and at once goes into his study te 
look over correspondence. At 9 
o'clock ‘he dresses, drinks a glass of 
milk, and # there is no urgent work 
Koes out for a half-hour’s walk. From 
10 to 1 and ‘rom 2 to 3 he is busy 
with reports, ‘audiences, 


Council, the Cabinet of Ministers, in 
the Military Council or with work in 
his-own study. His free time; from 
3 to 7.30, Viadimir Alexandrovitcn 
consécrates to the perusal of the 
written reports sent to him from var- 
fous departments, the details of 
which he examines minutely and 
cdrefully. At 8 o'clock he dines, and 
from half-past 8 to 8 or 10 he Jooka 
through the reports which he daily 
aubmits to bis Imperial Majesty.”* 
If this account is accurate it must 
have been at some unearthly hour of 
the night that he got in his licks for 
the Kaiser. At any rate, his tremen- 
dous activities in the daytime might 
well tend to comzince the Kaiser that 
he was an indefatigable worker. The 
truth: seems *o ‘be that Soukhomlin- 
off got very close to the Czar, 
that he kept othéra from getting pear. 
Any protest about the shortage of 
ammunition could not reach the Czar 
without going through the War Office 
channel, and here was the arch-con- 
spirator to intercept it. The Grand 
Duke Nicholas, by virtue of his rank 
and felationship to Nicholas Roman- 
off, might get the Imperial ear, and 
it’ maybe that he did so with the 
unfortunate result of Leing removed 
from supreme command in the army. 
It would be easy for Soukhomlinolf 
to blame tho Its <of = bis-own 
treachery upon the supposed incom- 
petence’of generals in the field. “if 
he was in the employ of Germany the 
Kaiser had certainly the most valu- 
able man in Russia for his purposes.

To do justice to the victim 
tive character by Dr. Coughlin, Sup- 
erintendent of the School, afforded 
an object lesson of great interest to 
the Medical Association last night 
at the public Mbrary. A number of 
the educationalists of the city were 
also invited to the Eopriperhee 


Deafness and Disease ” 


Dr. Coughlin, who was assisted in 
his demonstration by Miss Deannard 
and Miss Ford, two of ‘the teachers 
at the School, laid stress upon the 
fact that 50 per. cent. of the deaf

cases are due mostly to contagious 
diseases, such as scarlet fover, meas- 
les and cerebro-spinal menengitis. 


Complete Isolation Necessary 


‘He emphasized the necessity’ of 
taking complete isolation in such 
cases, and quarantine and the en- 
forcement of health laws. 

~ Adequate salaries -wete advocated 
by the doctor to secure the best sr- 
vice from the Medical Health Offic- 
ers, thereby securing the best res- 
ults, which from s purely monetary 
standpoint would be the most satis- 
factory. Disease neglected or not 
properly — isolated results, as he 
pointed ont, in deafness, ‘To do jus- 
tice to the victim, a school which 
jis kept up at an enormous expendl- 
ture must be maintained. Ideal san- 
itary conditions .could reduce one- 
half of this drain'on the country. -

Speak Intelligontly 


The children Dr. Coughlin 
brought with him ranged from four 
to sixteen years. In the School, of 
which there are. two hundred and 
sixty-two patients, the majority are 
deaf from birth, or have become so 
from disease before five years of age. 
The children, ~ who have been ty- 
mates for some length of time, are, 
through the medium of Ip-reading, 
able to carry on intelligent conver- 
sations, speaking though with per- 
haps a slight halt, clearly. 


Method of Teaching 


The children, 60 per cent. of 
whom .are taught speech and Np- 
reading, learn the language grad+ 


‘ually; first the consonant and vowel 


sounds, then slowly to form words. 
Teaching is casfest to the child from 
one to five years of age. The child-

The children are easily taught 
school work and are ablo to compete 
with their more fortunate sisters 
and brothers. One child from Pet- 
erboro has passed his entrance and 
attends the High School in Belleville 
and Is’making steady progress.

The long-haired breeds, such as 
the Angora and the Siberian (both 
white animals) bave poor pelts and 
the hairs are not well 
skins, The short-hali 
much alike as to strength of pelts, 
but wary considerably in color. The 
English black and white has striking 
colors that might appeal to the fancy 
Qf individual wearers of far ‘gar- 
ments, but they are not: popular in 
the fur trate. Skins of piebald rab- 
bits of any shade sell for leas than 
those of solid colors. is also 
a difference in’ quality far be- 
tween hutch rabbits and thee kept 
im the open, the latter having the 
better pelts. 

Besides exaggerated statements as 
to value of far, a 
fur rabbits contain. totally. ‘alee 
eee aa co ane crinin\el aatmale\ot- 
fered for sale. This practice is not 
a new one, for about 60 years ago, 
when eefized “abana sale Himala- 
yan rabbit waa first bred jn England, 
the statement that it originated in 
the Himalayan mountains was be- 
Heved by a fellow of the zoological 
society of London, who described and 
figured the animal 


in the society's‘ 


Journal as a new species. Rabbits 
recently advertised as fur animals 
are sald to have been imported di- 
rectly trom Siberia in one instance 
and frem Mongolia in another, The 
further statement that the animals 
exist in these countries in a wild 
state is advanced. As a matter of 
fact. well known to naturalists, no 
wild rabbits occur in either country, 
and the few species of hares found 
there are small gray animals t 
turn white in winter. ‘The support 
of the fanciful testimony of an un- 
known naturalist who claims to have 
resided in Siberia and to have ob- 
served the animals in the wild state 
does‘not help the case, 

So far as “the black Siberian 
hare” is concerned, any experienced 
breeder of rabbits can readily Identify 
tbe animals at first sight. They are 
undoubtedly the common European 
yapne of the Flemjsh giant breed. 

In this variety black is a constantly 
recurring color and sometimes ® ap- 
pears among Ltters of the purest- 
bred strain. _ These black individuals 
are usually régarded by fanciers as 
undesirable and are discarded. How- 
ever, if the black stock be chosen for 
reproduction, a black strain of Flem- 
ish giants is obtained in which bluish 
gray individuals recur from time to 
time, as several breeders in the Unit- 
ed States have proved. Such a strain 
of Flemish giants is now offered as a 
new species Imported directly from 
Siberia, a» country without rabbits 
unless carried there as domestic 
animals, 

It-{s not to be inferred, however, 
that black Flemish ‘giant rabbits 
have no for value. On the contrary, 
owing ‘to their great size and solid 
color, the skins will probably sell for 
more than those of most other 
breeds. All known breeds of domes- 
tic rabbits belong to a single species, 
the European rabbit, nether they 
are known as Belgian hare, Flemish 
giant, Siberian, : Himalayan, Dutch, 
Japanese, Kai-Gal, or .any ° other 
mame, and the attempt to palm any 
of them upon the public as a new

In Germany they 
have only recently produced a substi: 
tute for tobatco;’ probably because 
the madness for producing subst!- 
tutes for all articles consumed In 
that once prosperous empire has seir- 
éd° upon the army contractors, 
whose ingenuity is spurred by the fn- 
creasing demand and the failing sup- 
ply. They are now making an imita- 
tion of pipe tobacco consisting of a 
Blend of strawberry leaves, lavender, 
fennel, and woodruff; for this dreads 
ful mixture the makers are able to 
get about: 75 cents a pound. ~ Some 
smokers say “it is passable, but apt 
to bite the tongue.’’ It {s more than 
Ukely that even such commendations 
had to be purchased with small 
quantities of real tobacco. A’stoty 
has just leaked out:that a German 
atihome sent his » brother the 
trenches a package of the imitation 
tobacco and received in reply a. let- 
ter in which the reciplent promised 
fervently to ey his” brother’s 
neek for sending him such stuff if 
he ever got’ back home again.” . 

It is not hard to understand how 
very bad this imitation tobacco 
must be. German tobacco is of a 
pecullar badness at its best, and if 
the Imitation is designed’ to be like 
the original; only cheaper and in- 
ferior, it-is no wonder that Fritz-in- 
the-hole had reason to complain. But 
this not for the badness of the sub- 
stitute alone. Cartoonists picture 
the German with a porcelain pipe; it 
is an anachronism, His staff of life 
is the “zehnpfenniger” cigar. He 
loves it even more than he does his 

cgmpanion krug of beer. If the war

, Chicago, Oct. 322.—Robert Fitz- 
simmons, former champion .heavy- 
weight pugilist of the world, died at 
a hospital here early to-day, after 
an illness of five days of pneumonia. 
The former champion was taken 
sick last Tuesday while appearing in 
& vaudeville theater and his aliment 
was at first diagnosed at ptomaine 
poisoning. Later it was discovered 


“. that he was suffering from double 


(lobar) pneumonia, and physicians 
declared that he could not live. His 
remarkable vitality sustained him 
until Saturday, when he lapsed Into 
unconsciousness, from which he did 
not rally except at rare intervals. * 
During the five days of his illness 
Fitzsimmons was the recipient of 
many messages from ‘men whom he 
had formerly met‘in the ring, in-

When. it_was. definitely . known that 
Arthur Jones was to arrive on the 
night or early morning train last 
Saturday quite a number of citizens 
gathered at the station to sive him 
@ royal welcome. -The band. was in 
attendance and in spite of the an- 
canny. hour and the stormy. condi- 
tlon of the weather, the little ‘sta- 
tion was alive with friends desirous 
of showing their appreciation of and 
welcome to their fellow citizen who 
had won his promotion on the field 
and had been invested with the Mil- 
itary Cross for gallantry. by the King 
himself. 

Monday. afternoon the town again 
set out for a double welcome. The 
C.P.R. afternoon train brought home 
Ralph Dusenbury. The returned 
prisoner certainly looked as if what- 
ever privations be had suffered in 
Germany the British authoritics had 
well made up to him. He looked 
well after his experiences and was 
royally ‘welcomed as the only sol- 
dier of Brighton who had crossed 
the Rhine. .He had been Working 
in a chalk quarry and with two 
friends, Imperial army. men, planned 
to escape if possible.’ Hiding small 
portions: of théir rations daily until 
they had a small\ stock for their 
Journey, they eluded the sentries 
one evening and started for their 
tramp .of eighty-five miles to the 
Dutch border... The journey took 
them thirteen days, walking by 
night and hiding by day. Their pro- 
visions. gave out the day before 
reaching the frontier, and eluding 
the sentries they found themselves 
on the fourteenth day {in Holland, 
where they obtained a meal from 
a Dutch farmer. Giving themselves 
up to @ group of soldiers they were 
handed over to the British consul 
by: whom they were sent to England. 

When Pte. Dusenbury arrived in 
Brighton a procession was formed 
of the Village Council, the school 
children and citizens and he was es- 
corted to the Town Hall where Coun 
cillpr Phillips at the request of’ the 
reeve and ‘citizens, welcomed’ him 
with a timely speech, in which wel- 
come he also included Lieut. Jones, 
who was present on the Town Hall 
steps. .

answered ‘on behalf of himself and 
Pte, Dusenbury, as also of Pte. With- 
ers of Hilton, who had come home 
privately some time previously.

The principal vegetable oils 
used'in the manufacture of margarine are 
those derived from cotton seed, peanuts, palm 
kernels, rapeseed, linseed, kapok seed and co- 
coanuts. The following are among.the animal 
ts generally used in the manufacture of mar- 
garine: Oleo oil, oleo stock, tallow, “neutral 
lard, imitation neutral lard, butter and milk. 
Salt water_is always mixed with the various 
ingredients. Only one or two Dutch factories 
use vegetable oils entirely, or to the full ex- 
tent allowed by law. The margarine produced 
from vegetable oils is known on the Dutch 
market as “plantenboter. be 

The number of ingredients that can be 
used in the manufacture of margarine is so 
great. that all parts of the world furnish one 
product or another. Cottonseed ofl, for  in- 
stance, is imported into the Netherlands, prin- 
cipally from the United States. Shortly be- 
fore the war English oil from Egyptian cotton- 
seed became a rather close competitor. The 
animal fats required by margarine factories 
came principally from the La Plata Valley in 
South Amreica. The United States and _Aus- 
tralia also send some animal fats to Dutch 
ports... During the war imports from Austra- 
Ma ‘have ceased, because of the export embargo 
which has been placed upon such goods. Ja- 
pan, China, Indfa, and certain parts of Africa 
supply the greater part of the oil-bearing 
seeds, with the exception of cottonseed and 
linseed. ‘

Source of Poison Gas. 

While carrying on botanical ex- 
plorations in Venezuela last fall, says 
the Scientific American, Dr. J. N. 
Rose, Associate Curator of Plants Jn 
the Smithsonian Museum, secured 
some interesting specimens of saba- 
dilla, a Venezuelan plant of the lily 
family, from the seeds of which are 
produced some. of the asphyxiating 
and tear-producing gases used by 
the Germans in the war. These 
highly poilscnous seeds have Jong 
been used in medicine for the pro- 
duction of cavandine or crystallised 
veratric, of veratric agid, and of 
cabadalline, a heart stimulant, but, 
fs in so many other-cases, the 
German talent seems to have turned 
them to a leas‘ respectable use. 

The dust from the 
field Irritated the eyes, throat, and 
especially the nose to such an extent 
that the native laborers were 
obliged to wear masks. It has been 
reported that the Germans bought up 
the entire available supply of the 
seeds before the declaration of war. 
Both the seed and all preparations 
compounded from them are now, 
however, declared contraband.

THE INDIANS’ 
WIRELESS 


Tribes of the Amazon Valley 
Had Apparatus in 1898. 


In these days of | wireless tele- 
graphy it may be interesting to learn 
that as long ago as July, 1898, says 
the Electrical Experimenter, there 
pas recorded the discovery of a wire- 
less telegraphic apparatus in. use 
among the Catuquinaru, an Indian 
tribe of the Amazon valley in South 
America. * A 

The apparatus ,called ecambarysu, 
consists of a hole in the ground about 
half filled with coarse sand; above 
this layers of fine sand, fragments of 
wood and bong and powdered mica 
fill It almost to the surface of the 
ground. } These materials ,are sur- 
rounded by a case of hard palm 
wood, which extends above the sur- 
{ace. The upper part of the appara- 
tus consists of layers of hide, wood 
and hard rubber. 

Between the upper layers and the 
lower layers there is a hollow space, 
With a club, much Ike the stick used 
to play the bass drum, the native 
strikes the layer of. rubber that 
forms the top of. the instrument. 

One of these instruments Is con- 
cealed .in each bamlet of the tribe. 
The villages are not more than a 
mile apart, and are placed in a diroct 
north and south line. Although a 
person standing outside the building 
in which the apparatus is kept can- 
not hear a blow of the stick on the 
rubber top, it is quite distinct in a 
similar building a mile distant. 
When one of these instruments is 
struck, the neighboring ones to the 
north and south echo the blow. The 
Indian stationed at each end of the 
posts answers the signal.
